CmCAGO.  Oct.  27— The  railway  strike  scheduled  for  October 
30  was  averted  tonight,  when  leaders  of  the  switchmen,  trainmen, 
conductors,  engineers  and  hremen,  at  a  joint  meeting,  adopted  reso- 
Itttioos  withdnwing  antboriutioii  of  a  walk-out,  and  olfkials  of  the 
railroad  telegraphers'  oiiganisafion  annottnced  they  would  takt  sim- 
ilar action. .  'Vhesi  were  the  4Mily  Hfflons  whidi  had  authorized  a 
strike. 

The  vote  calling  off  the  strike  was  unanimous  by  organizations, 
W.  a  Lee,  president  of  tha  f  fotberfaood  of  Railroad  Trainmen,  an- 
nounced. The  ofiSIal  wonRag  of  the  resolutbtt  adopted  was  that 
the  "strike  be  declared  not  effective." 

The  vote  in  the  individual  unions  was  unusually  close,  however, 
the  firemen  particularly  holding  lengthy  arguments  before  agreeing 
to  cancellation  of  the  strike  order,  the  labor  chiefuins  said.  In  some 
of  the  groups  the  ballot  was  described  as  "the  closest  in  history  on 
a  similar  question." 

All  of  the  differences  were  ironed  out  by  the  different  unions, 
howerer,  and  the  final  show-down  found  all  of  them  casting  their 
ballots  for  ,  "Np  strike."

tlon  of  storea,  potottee  and  eehoola, 
KiprnKiYo  Clctarlng 

The  clearing  of  this  land  had  been 
under  the  supervision  of  Mcaero.  Itani 
snd  JOnes,  who  were  engaged  on  a 
live  per  cent  commission.  The  clear- 
ing had  been  an  expensive  matter, 
having  oaat  as  high  aa  MOO  an  acre, 
while,  in  certain  •eotions.  it  would  re- 
qnlre  an  addKlofial  $100  an  aere  to 
put  in  a  state  o(  oalthratlon.  Tho 
wrong  system  had  been  oarriad  out. 
From  an  agricultural  point  of  view, 
hr  Hvorrcd,  It  wan  the  wornt  atrip  of 
land  that  i  ould  hnvc  hern  selected.
